SACRAMENTO, Cal, April 23.—
President Wilson's telegram sent to
Gov, Johnson and the Legislature to-
day, suggegting that Secretary Bryan
visit Califorpia and give his advice
In the freaming of the anti-alien land
bills, eaused Progrezslve Republican
leaders of the Legislature to have a
hurried corfererce with Gov. John-
sob and the leglslators that lasted
more than an hour, The ocon-
ference in Gov. Johnson's office
onded, there was immedistely Intro-
duoed In both Houses & resolution
declaring that while Calllornia
maintains Its right's 1o pass an anti-
allen land law the Legislature will
not ohject to a vislt from Beeretary
Bryan. After stating that a telegram
had been recelved from®the Prasident,
the resolution continued:

“Now, therefore, be it resolved by
the Benate of the State of Callfornia
that while this 3tate respectfully
malntains the right of its Legislainre
to legisiate on the subject of land
ownership within the State, It will
be entirely agrecable to have the
Secretary of State of the United
States vislt Sacramento for the pur-
"po-u indicated In the President's
telegram.

Montenegrins End Siege in
24-Hour Battle in Which
8,000 Are Slain,

A HAND-TO-HAND FIGHT.

King Nicholas Blocks Plan of
the Powers for Peace in
the Balkans.

LONDON, April 2.—In deflkncs of the
powera of Europe, King Nicholas of
Montsnegro rode Into the seaport city of
Scutari at the head of his victorious
troops to-day after defeating the Turks
In one of the bravest and most per-
siatent hand-to-hand culminations of a
riege in history, To use an American
expression, King Nicholas played a lone
hand and won, and it ia now for the
powers 10 deal with him.

With a population of less than 309.07%
and s area of 5,000 square miles the
pigmy Btate of Monlenegro chose to
refuse to sign the armistice agreci upon
by the other principalities engaged in
warfare upom the Turka The Moate
negrine ~tartad out late last Octobgt
with the prime Intemtion of taking Soy
tar{ from the Turks, and when the
srmistice was signsd a short time ago
Boeutart remained In Turkish handa, as
it had been for nearly five centuries.
BATTLE OF SCUTARI LASTED

TWENTY-FCUR HOURBS.

King Nicholas and his people decided
to keep on fAghting untll they got the
peaport they coveted. They kept ham-
mering away, and on last Monday eve-
ning bekan the final assault. The bate
tle waged for twenty-four hours and
Beutari's wmallant defenders xave In
shortly after midnight to-day whan the
Montenegrin  advance guard, Aghting
with bayonets and clubbed rifies, pene-
trated the Inner line of defense and
opened the way to the eity.

Htrange
palne came Into her head and she
walked the floor for twently-four hours
Then she becames violent and was re-
moved to the Harlem Hospital, whaore
the physkclans experienced much per-
plaxfty In dlscovering the seat of her
trouble. Hhe was removed to the Bronx
Sanitarium, where paralysis developed
Also a peculiar allment that makes the
vietim acream If touched, or (f a8 motion
Is made to touch her.

Physiclanas testifed that these pe-
cullarities are recurrent and that for
brief perloda Miss Noar will have ro
Iief.
